EDITORIAL OPINION 
Parents Can Learn What's 
Wrong With SR Schools 


Residents of San Rafael school district, who 
recently passed a $1,060,000 bond issue to 
improve their school physical plants, have 
an unusual opportunity Monday evening to 
look at what the district is doing inside its 
buildings. 
Pretty buildings don’t educate students. 
The important thing is what is taught inside 
those buildings. 
Realizing this, the school district’s board 
of trustees asked the Stanford Education De­ 
partment to conduct a studv of the em iie 
academic, administrative and advisors pro­ 
gram at grammar, elementarv and 
high 
school levels. 
The result i< an outspoken report which 
has now been handed to the trustees. On 
Mondav night it will be otticially presented 
to the parents and taxpavers of the school 
district. 
At 8 p.m. Monday in the San Rafael high 
school auditorium, school executives and 
members of the study group which made 
the survey will discuss the report at a pub­ 
lic meeting. There will be a question per­ 
iod. 
The report is no white-wash. It is criti­ 
cal, sometimes extremely so, of certain prac­ 
tices and procedures in the schools. It di­ 
sects the high school program almost course 
by course and, without mentioning any 
names, points a linger at the weak spots. It 


also praises strength. 
In the lower grades the report is not quite 
so exhaustive. It discusses* the various gram­ 
mar and elementary schools more generally, 
but here too it finds evervthing not perfect. 
And the report is not merely carping. It 
has constructive suggestions. Some of these 
suggestions already have been incorporated 
into the schools’ program. Others probablv 
never will be. 
The trustees paid approximately $9,000 
for this report and they do not intend that 
it merelv gather dust on the closet shelf. 
They are making plans for putting much of 
it to work. They want the ^parents and tax­ 
pavers to know what they are doing and 
why the\ are doing it. 
San Rafael area citizens who voted more 
than a million dollars for school expansion, 
surelv should be able to spend an evening 
discussing how to improve the schools* aca­ 
demic program. Novato residents who use 
the high school facilities and are planning 
their own high school can learn much from 
the survevs. 
It is an opportunity every parent of a 
school child should grasp eagerly. The high 
school auditorium should be too small to 
hold all the people clamoring to get in— 
if onlv to find out what the study thinks of 
that dass in which Johnny got an “F” last 
spring.

SACRAMENTO OF) — Some of 
the secrecy has been taken out 
of secret government in Califor­ 
nia. 
Judging by results of an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey, officials gen­ 
erally are complying with the 
Brown Act of 1953. The new law', 
intended to break down barriers 
to freedom of inform ation, pro­ 
hibits closed meetings of local 
governmental boards and agen­ 
cies. 


NEWSPAPER editors, replying 
to a questionnaire, reported in 
most cases they are receiving ad ­ 
vance notice of special meetings 
as provided by the statute. 
And Assemblyman Ralph M. 
Brown (D-Modesto), author of 
the bill, said, “There are more 
open meetings in California as 
the result of the legislation.” He 
added: 
“One or two officials have said 
they don’t like the prohibition 
against quickie meetings, without 
prior notice. But as I see it, the 
public is entitled to know—even 
if it m eans inconveniencing of­ 
ficials.” 


THE ACT WENT into effect 
Sept. 9 
and 
drew 
challenges 
rightoif. The Los Angeles Board 
of H arbor Commissioners, for in­ 
stance, questioned the law’s ju r­ 
isdiction over charter cities. 
“Nobody,” said Commissioner 
N. W. Hagelberg. “is going to tell 
us how to run our meetings.” 
There have been legal opinions 
holding th a t the Brown Act ap­ 
plies only to unchartered cities 
and counties, but as yet no test 
cases In court. 
Not all editors are completely 
satisfied w’ith the lawr’s opera­ 
tion. Several favor writing in a 
penalty clause. Brown contends 
th a t any action taken in viola­ 
tion of the act is invalid and 
“th at is a penalty in itself.”

In Dope Case 


Another San Quentin convict 
was found guilty Thursday of hav­ 
ing narcotics in his cell at the 
prison. 


A Marin Superior Court Jury de­ 
liberated for some three hours be­ 
fore returning a verdict of guilty 
and making possible 
a 
10-year 
prison term against David Shapiro, 
43, of San Francisco. 


He was the second prison inmate 
in one week who was convicted of 
having 
dope 
at 
San 
Quentin. 
Earlier, W illiam Rosencrantz was 
found guilty of having morphine 
in his cell. 


The narcotics were found last 
August after state agents learned 
of a large-scale dope ring operat­ 
ing both inside and outside pris­ 
ons, it was learned. 


Prison officers said Shapiro was 
halted in the prison on Aug. 7 and

carrying nine packages of mor­ 
phine and $100 in cash. 


Shapiro denied being a part of 
the dope ring and testified he had

boxes wrapped in newspaper in a 
yard of the prison. He claimed $50 
in cash was folded in each of two 
boxes and the morphine was con­ 
tained in the third fcox. Shapiro 
said he did not know the substance 
was morphine and planned to dis­ 
pose of it soon.

T H ESE W ERE THE ones to 
“ Shakespeare on TV ” and its 
principal, Dr. Frank C. Baxter, 
a program that is localized to 
station K N X T in Los Angeles 
and which was cited as the out­ 
standing local

gram , and “Ding Dong School” 
and Dr. Francis Horwich, recog­ 
nized for outstanding achieve­ 
ment in a field of juvenile educa­ 
tion th at hitherto has been over­ 
looked. 
Dr. Horwich started her pro­ 
gram as a local operation in C hi­ 
cago, and its quick success caused 
the N ational Broadcasting Co. 
to give it network circulation.

Tips On Growing 
Bulbs Have Much To Offer African Violets 
In Marin Spring Gardens 


G ardens minus a bulb popu­ 
lation are never complete. This 
is true 
of 
California 
and 
of 
M arin County since here we can 
grow bulbs from every country 
of the world. 
In 1961 450 million bulbs cam « 
Into the United States. Holland, 
Belgium, Japan , and Prance sent 
them. Of course many kinds are 
grown commercially here such 
as certain lilies and narcissus in 
Oregon, 
and the 
Cape bulbs 
down in San ta Cruz. 
Bulbs provide whole groups of 
flowers not 
available through 
other kinds of perennials and an ­ 
nuals. Some, as we know, pro­ 
vide not only flowers in solid 
colors or multicolors, freesia, and 
sparaxis, 
but 
also 
fragrance. 
M any are stately in growth as 
the lily and gladiolus, and a few 
possess foliage of unusual color 
hue which add to the picture in 
the garden. Ismene, the Peruvian 
daffodil is a good example. 
Bulbs come early, some come 
late, but as a group they put out 
their 
flowers the 
year round. 
Each kind puts out its bloom in 
its own season. Many of the early 
ones bloom long before other per­ 
ennials have reached the flower­ 
ing period. 


SPR IN G B U LBS in flower last 
a s much as three weeks. Tulips, 
daffodils and gladiolus hold flow­ 
ers as long as three weeks. 
Rock gardens certainly offer a 
place for bulbs, especially the 
sm aller stemmed. Through wise 
selection the gardener can create 
in his rockery a display which is 
not available to him from other 
kinds of plants. W hat is required 
in the use of bulbs in the rock 
garden is wise spacing, not alone 
from the point of bloom date, but 
from the kind of foliage and 
plant behavior. 


B U L B S B e l o n g in the bor­ 
der, they go especially well in the 
hardy border. W hat the experts 
advise is th at the am ateur make 
a beginning—select a few hardy 
types, kinds recommended—and 
then over the years add gradual­ 
ly to the selection. 
Bulbs have that 
wonderful 
ability 
to 
m anage 
themselves. 
Once planted, if conditions are 
right, and here in California they 
usually 
are, 
they 
propagate 
themselves. Unlike most peren­ 
nials they do not require fre­ 
quent taking up, dividing and re­ 
planting. I know of a hillslope 
covered 
with 
daffodils 
which 
have multiplied from an original 
dozen purchased in England and 
planted in 1913. 
Bulbs go well in the landscape 
picture. They naturalize so will­ 
ingly. Let me quote from The 
Complete Book of Bulbs, a brand

WHAT 
ABOUT 
the

bulb? We m ean here one that 
can take any climate, that is cold 
and heavy rain. Good examples 
oi 
hardy 
bulbs include tulips, 
hytcinths, narcissus, lilies, Dog­ 
tooth violets, etc. 
Among the sem i-hardy bulbs, 
kinds that can’t take every cli­ 
mate, though certainly can ac­ 
cept what M arin County offers, 
include 
the 
cluster 
narcissus, 
such as Sole d* Or 
and 
the 


Poetaz, 
anemones, 
ranunculus, 
and the bulbous iris. 
And for tender oulbs. Rood ex­

EVERY 
GARD EN ER 
should 
know the growth cycle of his 
bulbs. This m eans what happens 
to a bulb underground, changes 
within the plant itself, and the 
changes 
in 
the 
plant 
above 
ground. Som e butbs. such as the 
daffodil or tulip, placed in the 
ground when dorm ant immedi­ 
ately send out roots. Later they 
push up leaves, and by spring 
they put out the flower lor which 
the sleeping bulb was planted in 
the first place. 
The tulip growth cycle begins 
now in December when you set 
the bulb in the earth. By M arch 
the foliage has developed. But 
April 15 the bloom is open, and 
by May it has fallen. In Jun e the 
leaves have turned grass dry and 
the bulb once again is dormant, 
having now completed the cycle. 
Next May you are going to cut 
off the old flowers, but leave the 
tall stem s on your tulips. Those 
stem s being green, m anufacture 
food which goes down to the bulb 
to strengthen it. 


SO IL: Work the soil deep and 
loose before setting out any buib 
Fertilizer: Bulbs do not want 
m anure—keep it away from all 
of them. Beware of soil that is 
too rich. However, you may scat­ 
ter a little commercial fertilizer 
In the soil. Bone meal is excel­ 
lent. 
No m atter the kind, push the 
bulb hard ligh t into the soil so 
th at no air pocket cheats the new

Soils: More mumbo-jumbo has 
been uttered about soils for A fri­ 
can violets than about any ether 
medium 
used 
to grow plants. 
Some unusual and peculiar m ix­ 
tures have been highly touted 
and sold at fancy prices. When 
these are broken down and an ­ 
alyzed, however, they net down 
to three basic ingredients. These 
are: a garden soil to provide a 
silt-clay base, a sand or course 
aggregate to open up the clay 
and to allow for free movement 
of air and moisture, and third, 
an 
organic 
substance 
which 
serves several purposes. 
Hundreds of commercial m ix­ 
tures are offered. A rough test 
lor good composition is to squeeze 
a handful of soil into a ball. If 
this crumbles and 
falls apart 
easily, the soil is good. If it re­ 
m ains compact and hard, light­ 
en it with one of the new chem ­ 
ical soil conditioners. 
BEFO RE IVE CAN TELL what 
the plant really needs, its native 
habitat should be studied. The 
African violet is what the botan­ 
ist classifies as a forest floor 
plant. That is, it grows under 
trees In a forest. This gives a 
clue to its needs. The soil should 
resemble that found under the 
trees in a tropical rain forest. 
Such a soil, contrary to common 
expression, is not very rich. Un­ 
der the uniformly warm condi­ 
tions found in the tropics, or­ 
ganic m atter is constantly break­ 
ing down. The elements released 
by this decay are either absorbed 
immediately by plants, or lost 
down the drainage. As a result, 
such soils contain considerable 
newly-deposited organic m atter, 
but not too much free nitrogen. 
To one part of a good, loamy 
garden soil, add one part of 
course sand or vermfculite and 
one 
part well-decayed organic 
m atter. All measurements are by 
bulk, not weight. Vermiculite, a 
form of mica that has been ex­ 
posed to high heat, has special 
virtue in African violet soils. The 
heating process puffs up each 


particle until it contains thous­ 
ands of tiny pores. These pores 
hold air and water. 
This 
is 
the 
only 
generally- 
available 
m aterial th at allows 
both air and water to enter the 
soil freely. At the sam e time, it 
separates the clay particles as 
effectively as does sand. 
GOOD ORGANIC m atter 
is 
perhaps the m ost difficult ingre­ 
dient to fnd. The best possible 
organic 
m atter is leaf mould 
from some spot where it has been 
accum ulating for years. Next best 
is the dusty, rotted center of an 
old stump. This should be so well 
rotted that all trace of fiber h as 
disappeared. 
If 
these 
sources 
of 
organic 
m atter are not to be had, dried 
cattle or sheep m anure sold in 
stores can be substituted. C an adi­ 
an peat moss with either sheep 
or cattle m anure is excellent. Old 
rotted 
m anure 
is 
a 
treasure, 
though practically impossible to 
find these days. If 
a 
farm er 
friend allows you to scavenge the 
corners of his barnyard, store 
your treasure for use in time of 
future famine. 
The suburbanite with a back 
yard can m ake compost that is 
just what African violets love. 
Thin layers of vegetable trim ­ 
mings. table scraps, dried leaves, 
weeds, grass clippings, etc. are 
sprinkled lightly with any good 
commercial 
fertilizer, 
such 
as 
7-9-5 dry fish fertilizer or a 10- 
5-5 liquid fish food. The purpose 
of this fertilizer is to feed the 
bacteria 
< which 
are 
actually 
plants that need the sam e foods 
as green plants) so they can in­ 
crease and break down the or­ 
ganic 
m atter. 
In 
about 
six 
months, the m aterial in the pile 
will be broken down into loose, 
fluffy, well-rotted compost, ideal 
for mixing with African violet 
soils. 


down. 
Look up The Complete Book of 
Bulbs by Rockwell. It has 22 
chapters of excellent m aterial; 
besides tl e common bulbs it tells 
much about the “minor” ones 
and you'll find a chapter on 
bulbs in the house.

House Takes On Homey 
Look With Garden Fence 
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Double Desk Easily Made;

A house takes on th at homey 
look when properly fenced. The 
c h i l d r e n are protected, cross 
traffic is eliminated or at least 
discouraged. 
And, if you have 
dogs you wish to confine—or 
neighbor’s dogs you wish to ex­ 
clude, a fence will help provide 
the answer. 


TO BUILD YOUR FENCE, the 
following procedure is suggested; 
First, take a drive outside your 
own neighborhood and look for 
fences— picket fences, post and 
rail fences, etc. — and imagine 
your home in the various fram es 
th at you see. Examine the fen­ 
ces, see how they are construct­ 
ed, and try to determ ine why 
they are built the way they are, 
why th at particular fence looks 
well with th at particular house. 


Then visit your local lumber 
dealer; learn what he has in 
stock, and what he can obtain 
for you. 
Plan your enclosure, 
including gates, so th at you have 
a minimum of cutting to do. 


Lay the plan out on paper, 
remembering always th at it is 
much easier to build your gates 
into the plan than it is to con­ 
struct 
them 
in 
the 
finished 
fence. 
For 
example, 
do 
you 
want a small gate in addition 
to the car gate, or do you see a 
future need for a side or back 
gate? 
If so, put them in the 
plan in the first place. 
How high should the fence be? 
Very often a low fence of less 
than 3 feet will provide the pic-

A desk unit with plenty of 
working area for two cihldren 
can be put together easily by 
combining two stock cabinets and 
a hardwood plywood panel. Se­ 
lect unfinished cabinets of / t he 
desired height or use a pair of 
discarded night 
stands.

them back to back, then move 
one sideways until there is a 
foot of space separating the two 
units.

The top rail is generally set 
atop the posts, and the pickets 
extend about 6 1* inches above 
the rail. Sometime both top and 
bottom rails are nailed on the 
side of the posts—this permits 
slanting the top of the post so 
the rain will run off away from 
the rails. 
Tool? Hammer and saw! A 
tam ping rod to help set the 
posts; and of course a posthole 
digger or narrow spade.

above all, don’t forget Che car-

The first lesson to be learned 
today is Jesus’ words to the 
Pharisee lawyer sent to tem pt

It may be a dif­ 
ficult m atter in some cases, but 
if we really work at it as Christ 
would have us, wouldn't it bring 
small areas of peace and love to 
our bitter and quarrelsome world, 
which m ight spread and do in­ 
calculable good? 
NOW WE ARE TOLD of a cer- • 
tain Rom an captain named Cor­ 
nelius. He was a very good m an 
who feared God, was generous% 
with alms, and prayed fervently. 
A vision was granted him of an 
angel of God who told him his 
prayers had been heard and th at 
the Lord had ordered him to 
send to Joppa and seek out a 
m an nam ed Simon Peter and 
have him brought to his home 
in Caesarea. 
Three men were chosen to go 
to Joppa. In the m eantim e Peter 
had gone to the rooftop of the 
house of Simon, a tanner, to 
pray. 
He was hungry and fell 
into a trance., While in th at con­ 
dition, he saw a sheet let down - 
from heaven containing all m an­ 
ner of beasts. A voice told Peter 
to kill and eat, but he protested 
th a t he had never eaten unclean 
m eat, and the voice answered: 
“W hat God h ath cleansed, th at 
call not thou unclean.” 
PONDERING ON WHAT was 
m eant by this vision, Peter was 


told by the same voice th at three 
men were seeking him, and say­ 
ing, “Arise therefore, 
and 
get 
thee down, and go with them. 
For I have sent them .” 
Peter went down to the men 
and they told him w hat had h ap­ 
pened to th a t good m an, Cor­ 
nelius, and th a t they had come 
to take him back to Caesarea 
with them. 
He kept them over­ 
night, and next day the four 
journeyed to Cornelius’ home. He 
had gathered there all his rela­ 
tives and close friends and he 
welcomed them to his home; in 
fact, he fell at Peter’s feet and 
worshipped him. 
Peter 
“took 
him up, saying, Stand up; I my­ 
self am a m an.” 
STANDING BEFORE THE as­ 
semblage, Peter referred to the 
fact that he was a Jew, and th at 
it was considered unlawful for 
him to keep company with those 
of other nations, but th a t God 
had shown him th at this was 
wrong. 
Then Cornelius told of 
his experience and how he had 
been told to send for Peter. Then 
Peter stood up before the people 
gathered in the house and said: 
“Of a tru th I perceive th at God 
is no respecter of persons: but in 
every nation he that feareth Him, 
and worketh righteousness is ac­ 
cepted 
with 
Him. 
The 
word 
which God seut unto the chil­ 
dren of Israel, preaching peace 
by Jesus (He is the Lord of a ll!: 
T h a t 
w o r d 
was 
published 
throughout Judaea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptism 
which John preached ’’ 
THEN PETER PREACHED the 
gospel of Christ, and He risen, 
and while he still spoke the Holy 
Ghost fell on all present, and 
while some 
marveled a t 
this, 
Peter baptized them all.

He 
felt th at a period of Christian 
work abroad would be helpful 
and he spent a year a t W aseda 
University in Tokyo. It was here 
th at he wrote his verses. 
The young American became 
very popular with the Japanese 
students and made m any friends 
during his year 
among 
them. 
Later, he decided to devote his 
life to Christian work in the 
Orient and he served for many 
years in India and China, as 
well as in Japan. 


Church, 102 Years 
Old, Still In Use 
VALLEY CITY, O. (U.R) — It be­ 
gins to look as though a 102-year- 
old church building here may nev­ 
er outlive its usefulness. 
The structure was built by set­ 
tlers as a M ethodist house of wor­ 
ship in 1851 and survived as such 
until 1912 when the congregation 
had shrunk to the vanishing point. 
In 1920, William Steck, operator 
of a feed mill, bought the rough- 
hewn tim bered building and moved “ 
it about one block next to his mill. 
Steck added a second floor and put 
on a new roof. Otherwise the old 
church 
rem ains 
unchanged, 
though the steeple does show signs 
of decay. 
Now, with the country pinched 
for storage space for grain, the old 
building is again leading a use­ 
ful life.

Merits Of Wine Glasses 
Subject For Connoisseur 


Familiar 
clinking 
of 
toast 
glasses has inaugurated the holi­ 
day season candlelight and wine 
parties. With it comes discus­ 
sion of wine glasses, sometimes 
puzzling to the layman who may 
find a water tumbler adequate, 
but to the connoisseur a serious 
matter. 
The experts contend that prop­ 
er wine glass design adds to the 
appreciation of the beverage. 


Ideal 
is 
the 
stemmed 
glass 
thoroughly practical and grace­ 
ful to handle. Held by the stem 
the heat of the hand is not 
transmitted to the wine so read­ 
ily and the color, and clarity is 
easy to judge. 
About six to eight ounces is 
regarded as generous 
size 
for 
table wine glass bowl. If partial­ 
ly filled there remains sufficient 
room for concentration of bou­ 
quet above the wine where it 
may be sniffed. 
The tulip-shaped glass, pre­ 
ferred by some, features curved 
inward edges which tend to im­ 
prison the concentrated aroma. 
Distinguishing characteristic of 
fine glassware is the clarity of 
the crystal. There is no coloring, 


no ornamentation on the bowl 
although a design may be cut in 
the stem. 
Occasional reappereance of a 
green-colored Rhine wine glass is 
example of what was considered 
proper a century or more ago. 
Champagne glasses are of two 
types — flat saucer shape 
or 
goblet style designed with hol­ 
low stems believed to accentu­ 
ate 
the 
champagne 
efferves­ 
cence. 
Dessert wines, such as port and 
muscatel are usually served in 
a small-stemmed glass with a 
tulip-shaped bowl. Dessert glass 
may hold about three ounces. Al­ 
though suitable 
for 
sherry, a 
special sherry glass with a V- 
shaped or conical bowl is more 
often used.
